Committee Formed To Solve Landfill Problem

A 
still-to-be-manned 
steering 
committee representing the three 
political bodies in the county was 
formed Monday night during what is 
expected to become regular meetings 
to determine the future of solid waste 
disposal in Pickaway County. 
The steering committee, which will 
work for and report to the Pickaway 
County Commissioners, includes three 
representatives of the Township 
Trustees Assn., two appointees of the 
commissioners’ office, and two from 
Circleville City Council. 
The committee was the unanimous 
invention of a mixed group of about 60 
concerned citizens and elected of­ 
ficials who met with members of the 
IMckaway County Board of Health, 
health department specialists, land 
pollution control specialists from the 
Ohio 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency 
(DEPA), and a resource 
recovery expert from the Ohio State 
University. 
'We’re not going to try’ to solve all 
our problems tonight," said Ihckaway 
County Commissioner Dick Tootle who 
chaired the 
m eeting 
aim ed 
at 
discussing alternatives and talking 


about the future of disposing of the 
solid waste generated within the 
county. "We need your ideas," he said. 
"and many more meetings before 
reaching a decision " 
However, the immediacy of the 
"lith hour" meeting was strongly 
echoed by health department super­ 
visor

Kahanek 
and 
EPA 
spokesman 
Dave Sharp, 
assistant 
chief of the Office of land Pollution 
Control 
“Hie value of getting a well-thought- 
out

overemphasized," Sharp said "The 
minimum amount of time we require 
to investigate a site is about 6 months, 
and

Kahanek tabbed it a "meeting of 
m illionaires. You (indicating the 
assembled officials! have 7,000,000 
pounds of trash to get rid of " He in­ 
dicated that any action towards a 
permanent solution would have to be a 
result of the meetings 
The problem was compounded to a 
degree when Health Department Chief 
Environm entalist 
Hugh 
Barnhill 
reported that every effort to comply 
with existing Solid Waste laws is 
being made at the liarthelmas lan d ­ 


fill, now managed by William Bar- 
thelmas' son, Steve. 
The landfill was begun as a private 
enterprise in 1969, but has continued to 
generate health com plaints from 
Wayne Twp residents to this day 
!*revious efforts of the Board of 
Health to follow a "get-tough" policy 
under provisions of the Solid Waste Act 
always met with failure because of 
what the EPA men termed "leniency" 
afforded landfill operators under 
provisions of the law 
At the last issuance of a yearly 
license, the Board of Health submitted 
a compliance deadline of March 31. at 
which time status of the site would bi1 
extensively reviewed.

Electronic Deposit 
Of Checks Starts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The elec­ 
tronic deposit of Social Security checks 
into savings and checking accounts 
will be extended nationwide by the end 
of the year after beginning in Georgia 
last month, a Treasury IX*partment 
official says. 
The new deposit system, which is 
optional to the recipient, eliminates 
the paper check entirely. Instead, a 
deposit 
is 
made directly to the 
recipient’s checking or savings ac­ 
count from a magnetic tape prepared 
by the Treasury Department. 
I*s Plumly, a Treasury official 
helping to initiate the new system, said 
not a single complaint was received in 
the deposit of the first set of payments 
in Georgia last month. 
"There were no late receipts and no 
missing receipts," he said. "It was as 
near perfect as we can have it." 
In terms of acceptance, however, the 
system has not been an overwhelming 
success in Georgia. Plumly said the 
52,000 Social Security recipients there 
who received their payments elec­ 
tronically represent only about 7.5 per 
cent of the total eligible.

Engineers and geologists inspect the 
land in a site evaluation study to 
determ ine the potential for con­ 
tamination of ground water and other 


physical features which might cause a 
nuisance or health hazard 
The applicant contracts for detailed 
engineering plans of the site and 
proposed disposal process, plans that 
have lo be reviewed b> the EPA 
If no objection* are voiced by 
residents in the proposed location, the 
Board of Health has the authority to 
issue a landfill operator's license 
However, any objection would lie 
heard in a judication hearing Final 
der ision rests with the Director of the 
EPA However, appeals could la* made 
up to and including the Ohio Supreme 
(burt 
Several alternatives discussed by 
Sham and Chris Stotier solid waste 
specialists with the EPA, included the 
creation of another privately-operated 


landfill, a county-owned landfill that 
could tie operated by commissioners or 
contracted out to a private concern; a 
privately-owned transfer station 
where trash would be compacted and 
hauled out of the county, ami a county- 
owned transfer station 
And

of resource 
recovery, turning waste into steam or 
energy, was outlined by Fred Hitz- 
husen of the Ohio State University

But he said that in Florida, where 
the system will begin in early April, 
about 360,000 people will participate, 
or about 25 per cent of those eligible 
The Treasury hopes 18 million Social 
Security and other federal payments 
about 40 per cent of the total 
w ill 
be made electronically by tin* end of 
the decade. 
The electronic deposits are the 
second 
step 
in 
the

to 
eliminate check payments. Last year, 
the Treasury Department initiated a 
nationwide 
program 
to 
m ail 
recipients’ checks directly to a bank or 
other financial institution of their 
choice. 
About 3.5 million recipients signed 
up for the direct mailing program, 
Plumly said, which was better than the 
three million that had been expected 
Persons in the direct m ailing 
program will be switched auto­ 
matically to the electronic deposit 
system. Ail Social Security recipients 
will be informed when the electronic 
system is available in their areas and 
how they can sign up for it 
Eventually, all regular federal 
payments will be included in the 
system, which is part of an over all 
trend toward electronic banking 
Plumly said mayor advantages of 
electronic payments are that there is 
no risk of loss or delay in the mail and 
the deposits are in the recipient’s ac­ 
count on the date the payment is 
supposed to be made. 
The system is designed to save 
money for the governm ent and 
financial institutions by reducing 
paperwork and mailing costs

By I.AKKY HOBBS 
Associated Press Writer 
Florida voters went to the polls 
today to cast ballots in the second 
major match between ITesident Ford 
and challenger Ronald Reagan, while 
three leading Democratic contenders 
each hoped to emerge as a frontrunner 
for

nomination 
Election officials had predicted that 
less than half the state’s 3 4 million 
registered voters would go to the polls, 
and a forecast of widespread rain and 
a tornado watch in north Florida could 
keep the turnout even lower 
Rain was reported in some areas in 
the northern part of the state, and 
.showers and thunderstorm s were 
expected in central Florida There was 
a 30 per cent to 50 per cent ( hance of 
rain in populous south Florida as well 
Officials issued a tornado watch for 
north 
Florida, 
warning 
of 
the 
possibly of twisters and severe 
thunderstorms with large hail and 
damaging winds. By the time polls 
opened at 7 a m., no tornadoes had 
l>een reported. 
The polls will be open from 7 a.rn to 
7 p.m. local time throughout the state 
But while most of the state is on 
Eastern Standard Time, communities 
in the Florida panhandle are on 
Central Standard Time.

Collier and Asst Budget Director 
William W. Wilkins, his successor, 
outlined two proposals aimed at 
guiding the state through lean cash 
flow months 
Before leaving, Collier said, he 
wants to convince Gov. James A 
Rhodes to invoke an employment 
freeze on state agencies 
The governor is in Europe His chief 
aide, Thomas J 
Moyer, conf inned 
that a hiring freeze was under con­ 
sideration. 
A payroll cutback could save tin* 
state $10 to $15 million next year. 
Wilkins said 
But it will also be 
necessary to adjust some state subsidy 
payments, particularly to prunary and 
secondary education 
Under the plan outlined by Wilkins, 
Ohio’s 617 public school districts would 
)mve their state aid reduced during the 


first six or seven months of the next 
school year, but the allotment would tx* 
made up in higher payments during 
the second half of the year 
A sim ilar budgetary maneuver 
helped the state get through a difficult 
low-income period last month and in 
January 
To ease* the pain for school districts, 
Wilkins called for approval of a bill 
that would penult schools to borrow on 
a fiscal year hams, rather than by the 
calendar That would relieve them of 
tin* burden of repaying debts on Dec 


31, during a traditionally low revenue 
period 
Collier attributed the unproved 
revenue picture to higher than 
predicted returns from the corporate 
franchise tax on big business and the 
excise tax on public utilities He said 
the utility tax would yield about $22 
million HK>re than anticipated, thanks 
to the absence of widescale cur­ 
tailments of natural gas to industry 
At Uh? same time, he lowered hts 
prediction for revenue from the per­ 
sonal income tax by $32 million.

Dismissing portions of Patricia 
Hearst’s defense as "unbelievable," a 
government psychiatric expert has 
portrayed her as the* reigning monarch 
of a rag-tag army of revolutionaries 
she lifted to international fame 
"She was the queen" of tile Syne 
bionese liberation Army, said Dr. Joel 
Fort. "She brought them international 
recognition, the excitement, the press 
attention ... She enjoyed the status and 
recogniUon this brought her." 


Fort, a physician with psychiatric 
training, took issue on Monday with 
several key elements in Miss Hearst’s 
own story of fear and sexual assault 
inflicted by her SLA captors. 
The government is trying to prove to 
the jury that Miss Hearst took part 
willingly in a 1974 bank robbery The 
defense claims, and Miss Hearst has 
testified, that she participated out of 
fear for her life 
U.S. Atty. James I, Browning Jr 
spent mast of the day eliciting Fort’s 


picture of the 22-year-old newspaper 
heiress 
Defense attorney

Bailey I lad just begun his cross-exam­ 
ination when court recessed for the 
day.

Fort, his opinions based on four 
jailhouse interviews with Miss Hearst 
as well as other material, declared 
that the defendant was "a voluntary 
member of the SLA" when she and 
four comrades robbed tile Hibernia 
Bank on April 15, 1974. 
"She did not perform the bank 
robbery because she was in fear of her 
life," Fort said over strenuous ob­ 
jections by Bailey. U S I Astrict (burt 
Judge Oliver J Carter allowed the 
answer to stand but instructed the Jury 
that it was strictly Fort’s opinion 
When Browning asked about Miss 
Hearses contention that she shot up a 
sports store in Uh* lias Angeles area to 
rescue two underground companions 
because of a "reflex” action drilled 
into her by the terrorists.

A slow m oving frontal system 
continued to produce rain and drizzle 
today from southeast Kansas and 
northeast Oklahoma into the lower half 
of the Mississippi Valley. Showers and 
thundershowers extended eastward to 
the southern half of the Atlantic coast 
Rainy weather continued in the 
Southeast today and was expected to 
spread northward along tin* Atlantic

Could he 
product? 
"I'm usually quick with a com­ 
mercial,” he remembers; “I wrap 
some up in an hour and a half But this 
one was tough. The 18 months my wife 
was ill had taken a lot out of me. I 
began to think it had taken everything 
I’m always under pressure, knowing 
I’m being paid top money ($10,000 for a 
jingle, plus residuals), and I just 
couldn't rev up. I paced th** room, and 
all I could think is I can’t do it. I’ve 
tun! it.' I was ready to call th** agency 
and turn down the offer when I realized 
that, if I don’t do this right now, I'll be 
beaten psychologically. So I sat down 
and Hind dammit, do it!” 
The result 
a frothy concoction that 
winds up “ When you say Bud 
wloser, you’ve it all” 
has won 
Karmen awards, 
and mounds of 
money. 
Once aguin, .success dogged Steve 
Karmen, and 
he 
resumed 
work; 
always, however, he clung to the vow 
not to get far away from his (laughters. 
All of Ills composing is done at home, in 
a sprawling country house 50 miles 
from New York City, and he leaves the 
family only two days a week to set* the 


ad agencies, advertisers, musicians 
and actors who put together his 
melodic messages. 
Occasionally in the last few months, 
he has taken women out on dates This 
has opened up a new world to the 
sensitive, 
ebullient, 
39-ycar-old 
musician 
but not a particularly 
happy wie. “There is a new world I ve 
discovered out there, now that I’m 
single, and it’s awful," he says. “ Most 
of the people I come in contact with are 
lonely, misguided, 
most of them 
divorced, many trying to make it alone 
with children. I can really relate to 
them They’ve been shell-shocked by* 
the end of the relationship as I was, 
and now they're afraid to trust 
themselves in another one. 
"You know, most of us fall in love in 
our twenties, and it’s great and 
relatively carefree because we have 
all

lack 
of experience and 
knowledge to fall back on. What bad 
can happen9 And then, when the bad 
does happen, we are wounded and 
suddenly too wise for our own hap­ 
piness.

Agent Makes Career 
Of Anonymity 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Nobody 
noticed the plain, middle-aged man 
slipping from cafe to cafe in Buenos 
Aires 16 years ago. Isser Hare! didn’t 
want to be noticed. He was planning a 
kidnaping. 
And when Adolf Kichmann - the 
Nazi convicted and hanged for 
organizing the World War II slaughter 
of Jews for Hitler 
was captured in 
his Argentina hideout and flown 
secretly to Israel for trial, almost 
nobody knew that the inconspicious 
stranger in Buenos Aires was Eich- 
mann's captor. 
Isser Harel has made a career of 
being unnoticed. Yet for more than a 
decade he was a key figure in the 
Middle East and the mystery world of 
espionage 
the intelligence expert 
who built and ran Israel's secret 
services. 
Capturing Kichmann was the mast 
important achievement of the Israeli 
secret service," 
Harel reminisced 
recently in his Tel Aviv home. 
“But capturing Kichmann wasn't 
the most sophisticated or complicated 
operation I directed. Thane cases are 
still unknown,” Harel said, and many 
of them must remain unknown. 
Allen Dulles, former chief of the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency, once said 
Harel’s underground network was 
"among the world's best.” KxCIA 
operative Miles Copeland, in his book 
"Beyond Cloak and Dagger," says the 
intelligence service built by Harel 
"may have succeeded where others 
have failed in planting (agents) in the 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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Soviet government." 
But Harel kept his name a state 
secret all the time he was Israel’s chief 
spy from 1952 to 1963. It was divulged 
only two years after he resigned in an 
argument with then Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion, over H arel’s 
mailing of explosive parcels to Ger­ 
man rocket scientists working in 
Egypt 
Harel 
also 
differs 
from 
the 
glamorous spies of fiction like James 
Bond, whom he calls "too stupid.” In 
all his years in business, Harel said, he 
never carried a gun and he was never 
seduced by a beautiful woman, at least 
not in the line of duty. 
"I often used women as agents, 
though," he said. "Women were some 
of our best operators, but I never used 
them in a sex role. Ifs dangerous. You 
put a woman to work on a man and you 
never know what will happen 
the 
situation can turn around.” 
Harel came to Palestine from the 
Soviet Union in 1930 as an immigrant 
farmer and orange grower, joined the 
Jewish underground in World War II 
and caught a German counterfeiter on 
his first assignment. By 1948 he was 
manipulating Arab agents, building 
the filing system that is the basis of in­ 
telligence work, breaking up Jewish 
terrorist gangs and virtually running 
the secret service. 
Four years later he was officially put 
in charge and he constructed Israel’s 
complicated system of intelligence 
departments in its present form; 
"Mossad" 
(the 
institute) 
for op­ 
erations abroad, "Shin Bet” (security 
service for secret work inside Israel, 
"Aman” (military intelligence), plus a 
police special branch and a Foreign 
Ministry research division.

M> husband had a heart attack two 
years ago He is not an alcoholic, but 
he certainly drinks more than I think 
he should 
( an you tell me if alcohol is good for 
a person who has had a heart attack, or 
can it Im* dangerous? 
Mrs. V McN., Penn 
Dear Mrs. McN.; 
For years, alcohol was considered to 
be beneficial in some types of heart 
discase. 
It 
was thought to be 
stimulating 
Today, experim ental studies on 
animals have shown that this idea is 
not entirely valid. 
It seems that definite changes in the 
heart have resulted from the overuse 
of alcohol. 
A recent report in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association showed 
that “prolonged use of alcohol can 
produce cardiomyopathy (disorder or 
disease of the heart) with congestive 
heart failure." 
In addition, there are other, highly 
technical, unfavorable reactions in the 
heart muscle. 
The authors of this article advise 
physicians to be careful when allowing 
(anlia* patients to ingest alcohol. 
Patients with evidence of seven* 
myocardial (heart muscle) damage 
should never drink alcohol 
They say; 


'P atients with coronary artery 
disease should limit their intake of 
alcohol to 14 ounces of 90 proof 
whiskey a day. 
“Physical activity should be limited 
for two hours after alcohol ingestion to 
permit metabolism to occur.” 
Each ( ase should, of course, be 
individually evaluated by the doctor. 
Even with his permission, moderation 
is the essence of safety.

The government cannot expect 
to restore a truly healthy economy 
while it absorbs capital that would 
otherwise stimulate the private sector 
The Secretary of the Treasury has

NEW YORK (A P) - Spring is the 
time of optimism in the baseball world, 
when 
there 
are 
no 
losses 
and 
everybody has a chance to have soma 
fun in the sun. 
H i us season there has been no 
spring, only a continuation of winter, 
and the prospects for an immediate 
thaw in the situation appears about as 
likely as Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
inviting Marvin Miller to toss out the 
first ball of the regular season. 
If there is a first ball. 
The owners and players are so wide 
apart as they head into their 26th 
negotiating session today that a group 
of some 25 veteran players has made 
its own pitch to Miller, executive 
director of the Players Association. 
The players’ meeting in St Peter­ 
sburg, Fla., called at the request of 
Cincinnati Reds slugger Johnny 
Bench, was for the purpose of gaining 
some information. 
"Maybe if we all get together we can 
make more progress on this thing," 
Bench said 
before the 
15-minute 
meeting. " I want to find out what’s 
really going on. 
" I have to admit I am confused 
Besides, I want to know who’s telling 
him I Miller I what to ask for. The 
majority of the guys down here are 
leaders on their clubs and I thought it 
would be a good idea if we got together 
and discussed the situation." 
At the conclusion of the session, held 
at Tom Seaver’s unofficial practice 
camp, the players asked Seaver and 
Joe Torre of the New York Mets to ask 
Miller if he could set up a meeting 
between the 24 player representatives 
and the club owners. 
“They are concerned that the 
owners are not getting accurate 
reports," Miller said. " ll (the request) 
was in the vein of ’Let's see if we can 
make sure there’s conununieation ” ’ 
M iller promptly invited the 24 
owners to meet with the association’s 
executive board Thursday in Tampa, 
Fla. John J. Gaherin, the owners’ 
representative, said the invitation 
would be discussed at today’s session. 
Miller said the players getting in­ 
volved in the actual negotiations was 
"a fine idea," but when asked if it 
would stimulate a solution to the un­ 
productive negotiations, he said, 
"probably not, but when you’re stuck, 
you try everything." 
The fact that there is a 26th 
bargaining session is about the only 
cause for optimism in the dispute that 
caused the owners to close the .spring 
training camps indefinitely and had 
negotiators for both sides trading 
accusations after their last meeting on 
Friday. 
As Bench learned from Monday’s 
meeting, the issue dividing the parties 
is a thorny one. 
" I thought it was just a problem they 
had in negotiating,’’ Benda said. "But I 
can see now ifs a complex legal 
problem.” 
That legal dispute involves the issue 
of retroactivity, whether Miller can 
strip Die players of their free agency 
rights won in a landmark arbitration 
case last December. 
The owners say Miller’s role as 
exclusive bargaining agent for the 
players gives him the obligation to 


bargain for a new labor contract for all 
the players, even if that opens the un­ 
ion to potential damage suits 
But 
Miller says he 
can't 
ret­ 
roactively strip away tpe players' 
rights to free agency, rights which are 
contained in every 1976 individual 
contract. 
Miller says that since the owners are 
the ones seeking changes in arbitrator 
Peter Seitz' decision, they should as­ 
sume the liability of damage suits The 
owners have refused, saying it was 
Miller's responsibility. 
Miller says the vast majority of the 
players would not seek legal damages 
but there are some who would. Mike 
Marshall of the I XKI Angeles Dodgers is 
one player who already has announced 
his intention of suing the players 
association if it bargains away his 
right to free agency in the next two 
years. 
"Don't make Marshall the bad guy 
in this," said Seaver. "Others might 
sue.too

Speaker Pro Tem Ramey Quilter, D-

Quilter and most members of the 
House were deluged with mail from 
retirement system members, opposing

WASHINGTON (A PI — The State 
Department is planning a sharp cut­ 
back in U.S.-financed military credit 
sales to Taiwan in a move toward 
further normalization of relatioas with 
mainland China, sources say.

Congress to approve $35 million in 
credit sales for Taiwan in fiscal 1977, 
down from $80 million for the current 
fiscal year. 
In justifying the reduction, officials 
said only that Taiwan’s economy is 
becoming strong enough to take t are 
of the island's own defense needs and 
that a plant under construction for 
assembling combat planes on Taiwan 
is nearing completion. 
But other qualified sources said the 
$55-million aid cutback is tied in with 
the long-range U.S. strategy of nor­ 
malizing relations with the People's 
Republic of China. 
Meanwhile, there was no immediate 
confirmation of a report in the Boston 
Globe today that President Ford gave 
a secret pledge to Chinese leaders to 
cut the U S. military force on Taiwan 
from about 2,200 to 1,100 in the next 
year This would be in line with recent 
trends which have seen U.S. forces 
there cut from 8,600 four years ago. 
The Globe said Ford made the 
pledge to Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-
